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Notwithstanding  the  many  Charitable  Asso- 
ciations-/hich  have  been  founded,  aiid  still  exist  in  this 
Coniinunity,  into  each  of :,w|iich  respectable  Nova- 
Scotians  could,  and  can  have  admission;  a  few  indivi- 
duals^ feeling  the  great  want  of  that  Brotherly  affection 
among  the  /Natives  of  this  Prolines,  so' visible  among 
the  Natives  of  England,  Ireland,  and  Scotland^ — nn 
willing  to  have  their  indigent  brethren  suOsiafing  solelg 
on  the  bounty  of  benevolent  strangers,  and  seeing  in  per- 
gpective  the  vast  fund  of  good  they  might  be  the  means 
of  producing,  as  well  to  the  remnant  of  Aboriginee,  «. 
to  the  rising  generations  of  coloured  and  white  inhabi- 
tants, comnaunicated  their  (edin^'s  and  wishes  to  each 
otner,  erected  themselves  into  a  Coiuniittee  for  the  pur- 
pose of  forinin;^  sued  an  Institution  as  met  their  views, 
assembled  several  times  at  friends'  houses,  on  the  7th, 
14th,  '21st  and  28th  October,  1833,  and  selected  most 
of  the  following  Rules;  but  owing  to  unfoiseen  and  un- 
avoidable circumstances,  their  Society  could  not  be  es- 
tablished until  the  7th  of  April,  1834,  whence  it  will 
remain  in  existence  so  long  as  seven  of  the  persons, 
subscribing  heieto,  shall  agree  to  support  its  object  and 
rules,  which    persons  shall  have  possession  of  the  fuodsi 
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and  other  property  of  the  Society,  provided  they  iiic-' 
ceed  in  re-fstablishing  the  Institution  within  three 
months  after  its  having  been  broken  up,  otherwise  the 
funds  to  be  given  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Poor, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Poor. 

Havint;  thus  far  succeeded  in  their  feeble  endea- 
vours, they  humbly  trust  thai  the  Members  of  this  So- 
ciety, by  their  "dwelling  together  in  unity,"  may  aid  in 
<•  making  the  widow  and  the  orphan's  heart  to  leap  for 
joy,"  and  in  drawing  on  their  philanthropic  exertions  tht 
CGUQtenance  and  approbation  of  a  Benevolent  Provi- 
dence, with  "  the  blessing  of  them  that  are  ready  t« 
peiisb."

XX.  The  foregoing  Constitution  and  "Rules  shall 
be  deemed  the  Fundamental  articles  of  the  Nova-Scotia 
Philanthropic  Society  of  Halifax,  and  shall  not  be  al- 
tered or  abrogated  on  any  pretence  whatever;  otherwise 
than  by  consent  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  Members 
at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Provided  however,  that  a 
Committee  of  seven  Members  has  bean  previously  ap- 
pointed, and  their  unanimous  report  states  such  alter- 
ations to  be  necessary. 

Proposed  and  unanimously  agreed  to  at  the  Annual 
Meetinii  held  at  A.  McQueen's  School  Room,  in  the 
Town  of  Halifax,  in  the  Provinceot  Nova-Scotia,  on 
the  Sixth  day  of  October,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One 
Thousand  Eight  Hundred  and  Thirty  Four. 
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I.  Every  persor,  elected  an  Ordinary  Member,  at 
tlie  time  of  his  admission,  shall  subscribe  to  the  Rules 
of  the  Society,  and  pay  the  sum  of  7Vn  Sliilliiifjs  io  the 
Treasurer,  t(  be  apidied  according  to  the  Orders  and 
lleguiations  hereinafter  specified. 

II.  Every  Ordinary  resident  Member  shall  pay  a 
f|uarterly  sum  of  Two  ShilUiiys  and  Six  Pewe,  at  the 
Hoard  of  the  Society  for  promoting  its  objects,  and  any 
Member  being  in  arrears  for  lour  quarlers  dues,  shall 
hQ  served  with  a  special  summons  to  meet  on  the  fifth 
Quarter,  and  on  noii-atfendance,  or  refusal  to  pay  his 
arrears,  no  longer  be  considered  a  Member  of  the 
Society. 

III.  Honorary  Members  shall  consist  of  those  per-

expense;  to  inquire  into  the  claims,  characters,  and

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Wing  improperly  or  fruitlessly  applicii,  and  to  make  a 
regular  quarterly  report  of  ttitir  pruccedings  to  the 
Society. 

\in.  The  duty  of  Steward  shall  be  to  attend  at 
tlie  place  of  Meeting,  to  see  it  in  order,  aud  to  attend 
the  Ballot  Box. 

IX.  If  any  of  the  Oflicers  of  this  Society,  are  by 
sicknfss,  or  otherwise  absent  from  a  regular  Meeting, 
others  shall  be  called  to  act  in  their  room  for  the  time 
being,  or  if  any  of  them  move  out  of  the  Province,  or 
die  during  the  year,  for  whith  they  were  elected,  the 
Members  assembled  at  the  next  Quarterly  Meetings 
shall  choose  others,  as  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  to  serve 
for  the  remainder  of  that  year. 

X.  As  a  stated  Provision  is  made  for  the  Poor,  by 
the  Municipal  Laws  of  the  Town,  to  which  the  Mem- 
bers of  this  Society  pay  their  proportion  as  citizens, 
the  fund  of  Charity  shall  rather  be  applied  to  the  relief 
and  assistance  of  persons  who  have  met  with  sudden 
misfortune,  or  who  suffer  by  occasional  distress,  than 
continued  allowance  for  settled  poor,  but  as  no  ade- 
quate regulation  can  be  devised  on  this  subject,  suitable 
to  all  times  and  all  circumstances,  the  Society  shall  al- 
ways be  free  tooxeicise  its  own  discression  and  humani- 
ty, notwithstanding  any  thing  to  the  contrary  in  this 
liule. 

XI.  At  every  Annual  Meoting  of  this  Society,  a 
Committee  of  three  Members  be  appointed,  to  audit 
the  Accounts  of  the  past  year,  and  report  on  the  same 
at  the  next  quarterly  Meeting. 

XII.  The  foregoing  shall  be  deemed  the  /?f/c  Lavs 
^     of  the  Nova-Scotia  Philanthropic  Society  of  Halifax^ 

and  shall  at  any  time  when  occasion  requires  be  abrogu- 
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ted,  altered,  or  amended,  by  two  thirds  of  the  Mem-
